PRISON FOR SLANDERING JEWS 
A Rare Case at Karlsruhe 

INVITATIOh? TO THE FOREIGN PR^SS 

riu‘ Deutsche Nachrichten Bur»u, the official German News 
Aj'iicy, has issued a report of a trial in which an “Aryan” was 
H titenced'^for sbtndfnriiy a Jewish family. 

The facts of the ease, acewdiiig to the Agency, ore that Martin 
Ilaiiswirth, an **Aryan** of Britehsal, near Karlsruhe, publicly accused 
lii^ uninarried niece of ‘^laciai shame” srith her Jewish emplf^-er, Otto 
(.;r(»s.s and with his tym soos. Th^ waareason to fear that the towns* 
pyopje mi^t take vtoftent action against the Jewish funily. The police 
Miafl4> inquiry and found that Kauswirth^s stat^nents were not to 
u'lird on. He was prosecuted for making fiedse charges and was 
sentenced to eig^t moaths* imprisonment. He also lost his employ* 
ihi'tit on the railway system, and the slandered fiunfiy were given 
the right to publish the joc^ment. In the course of the {voceedmgs, 
iicKTiling to the Agracy, it was stated tinat Hauswirtii acted out of 
"tnorbid jealousy*^ and assumed that the authorities would believe 
Ins acrusatsons ski^Edy because they were directed against Jews. The 
r<iurt, however, in acooedaxuie wil^ the wifi of the State and Party 
tliat the practice of "demmeiatum.” should be ruthleBtiy put down, 
awarded a substantial term of imptwmment. 

C'ommenti^ on the case, the Agency says that the foreign Press 
i> always **iaking atrocity tales” about the Jews* deprivation of 
i'::al rights in Germany. Timbs especially,** it proceeds, “tries 

tliKiugh letters, from readers to influence public c^nion in that 
diieetiun. The Hiauswirth case shows how little justification there is 
tor these atrocity Kes. It shows that in Germany sharp action is taken

.lew; It proves i^ain that within the ffamework of the law the Jew 
f rijoys the same legal protection as any German citiz^ The Agency 
invites foreign n e wsp apers, if they have really the regard for 
truth they elaim to have,, to prove it by letting their readers know 
t liM facts of tiie H au e w irtii ease.” The Times, of course, accepted the 
invitation.

THE CHEMNITZ TEXTILE TRADE 
Factories'Working One Day a Week 

A C*hointutz correspondent of The Times writes as foUow's in the 
Trade and Engineering supplement of tliat paper: “Trade izi hose 
tind half-hose was so bad in October tliat a further curtailment in 
production was unavoidable, with the result tliat a large percentage of 
manufacturing firms are only working three days 'weemy, and in semw 
cases only one day. Home demand remain^ very slwk, to seme 
extent bwause of the open weather, but also by reason of tlie small 
tiu-iiover in the large stores, which are mainly in Jewisli hands. Flgiures 
for Scpteinber are not yet available, but in Ai^ust this year the 
turnover of the big stores w^as at least 9 per cent: lower than ia 
1934, and September figures will most certainly show a further b^ 
drop. In fabric gloves, home trade remained dull and export demand 
poor. The lapw of the inost-favourcd-nation ogreement with, the 
United States will still further curtail sales, although they have olrecufy 
reached a very low ebb. Czechoslovak firms w‘ill benefit, and their 
trade, ivhich hus grow'n considerably owing to the anti-Jewish attitude 
in Germany and the consequent American bojeott of Gorman goods, 
will increase still further.** 


**Jews Must be Banished from Europe 
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Speaking in Cologne. Dr..Gross, the leader of the Nazi Racial- 
Political Department, declared, according to a report in tiie 
.Wbstdbutschbr Beobacuter : *'T)ie racial viewpoint alone compeis 
mo to assert that the Jews must be banished from Europe; not because 
they have cemunitted any misdeeds, but because they are Jews. It 
does not matter how they behave, I cannot tolerate the existence 
any alien element among my nation Onlj* the laws of rnj* blcKxl can 
have validity among my people.” 

Fear of Inflation 

The Neue T.aoebvch, of Parts, points out that the rush by large- 
Gevmtui concerns to buy up Jewish concerns engt^ed in entirely 
unrelated branches of production represents a panic fear of immi* 
uent inflation of the mark, and the desire to invest in real values. 
All the symptoms, we are reminded, are reminiscent of the inflatiott 
period, when motley conglomerations of industrial concerns became 
the order of the day. Thus, the giant Electrical Undertakings 
Company (Oesfarel), which manufactures electrical machinery, has 
bought np the majority of shares of the Jewish Hirsch Copper 
Works; the Salzdetfurth Company, which produces potash, has 
acquired the Mansleld Company, which produces coal, copper and 
giftga ; whUe the Gold and Silver Refining Company has acquired 
the Jewish Auer Gas-Mantle Company.
